^'To' note briefly- one oL my- Arctic, 
experiences: On' the .6th" of ' January, 
1899, after' a -. sledge journey In -. the 
very midnight of 'the; great: Arctic 
night; a Journey oyer an unknown fro- 
zen road, of auch roughness ai- you 
can scarcely Imagine; ' reduced ^to a r 
diet, of raw' dog, I stumbled into Fort 
Conger, the abandoned headquarters', 
of the Lady Franklin Bay : 'expedition,' 
with both feet seriously frozen.' ;F,or 
six weeks I lay there on my' hack;,: a. 
helpless ; cripple, through the v utter 
darkness, living principally upon corn- 
meal and molasses ; ' my companions 
trying to inject a' little warmth.- Into 
the \ deadly ' cold by burning empty 
boxes and barrels, until- the faint rays 
of returning daylight lu the latter part 
of February' permitted ah attempt' to 
reach. my ship, 250 miles to the, south. 
Lashed down to a sledge,- my feet and 
legs wrapped In a musk ox skin, that 
Journey- of 250 miles was made la 
eleven "marches of from twelve to 
eighteen hours each, . bumping and 
pounding over the broken ice of the 
arctic sea. ; The mean minimum' dally 
temperature during" that march was 
53% degrees below zero. The .tem- 
perature the day we' reached. the ship 
was 65' degrees below zero."— Wash- 
ington Star, i

THE bZARANDTHE FLAG. 
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_ Japanese Government. 

It is now quite well established that 
the Japanese .government continued 
for over 2,500 years' exactly the same 
in form ns that of the Mahometan 
caliph and of modern Rome.

Twenty-two- sailors were drowned nt 
the Baltic works, St. Petersburg, during 
experiments with the torpedo boat Del fin, 
which had beeu converted into a subma- 
rine boat.

A tornado swept Moscow, Russia , 
causing enormous damage.

The Japanese won a desperate battle 
within ten miles of Port Arthur, one 
ItiiRslan regiment being annihilated in a 
brilliant charge, nnd the islanders occu- 
pied the Wolf Mountains, giving them 
practical command by means of -siege 
guns of the approach to the fortress. 

Captain Hugo I>e Uathc of the British 
army, husband of Lillian Lnagtry, came 
nenr losing his life as a result of being 
tattooed by n Snmoau native on Ills visit 
to tho South Sea Islands. Despite the 
fact that he Is nearly cared, it is proba- 
ble that ho will be crippled for some 
time, if not for life. 

Cut rates In steerage passage eastward 
nlrcndy have resulted In an enormous in- 
crease of that class of passenger truffle 
to Europe. On some of the English 
steamers It has been- remarked that a 
comparatively large number of young 
college men are selling the opportunity 
of passing the summer in Europe. 

The Japanese - army under General 
Oku won a two days' battle In Fenshul 
Pass, driving the Russians from Dalla 
Hill near Hai-Cheng nfter a fierce artil- 
lery engagement In which a Japanese 
battery got in the rear of the Russians.' 
Motten and Ta passes 'also were cap- 
tured by the Japanese, which places 
their forces close to Llao-Yang. 

Thirty-three persons were killed by an 
accident which took place near Spanish

Over 700 Danish nnd Norwegian 
emigrant a bound 'for Now York are 
Uelluvcd to huvu, been drowned In tha 
north Atlantic.' Out of neurly 600 
souls on bonrd the Danish steamer 
Xorge, which reft'Copcntiugcn June -H, 
only VIS arc known to be alive and 
for tile rest no hope Is held out. 

When last seen the Xorge was sink- 
ing where she struck on the islet of 
Rocknll, whose Isolated peak raises' it- 
self from n deadly Atlantic reef boiud 
200 miles off the west cbaai of Scot- 
land, 

Early on the morning of Tuesday 
the Norgc, which -was out of her 
course in heavy weather, ran on to 
the Rockall reer, wblcli lu the dis- 
tance looks, like u Kill" under full sail, 
The Norge was qnlekly backed off, 
but the heavy sens poured In through 
u rent in her bows. 

.Lifeboats Arc Capsized.. 

The emigrants, who were then 
awaiting break fast below, ran on 
deck. The hatchways wero scarcely 
built for these hundreds of souls and 
became clogged. 

The Norgc quickly began to go 
down by the braid. Eight bpnts wero 
lowered, and Into these the women 
■and children were hurriedly put. Six 
of these boats smashed against the 
side of the Norge-nutl tbelr helpless 
inmates were caught up by the heavy 
seas, 

Two boat loads got safely away 
from the side of the sinking ship and 
many of the emigrants who were left 
on hoard, seizing, life belts, threw 
themselves into the sea and were 
drowned. 

The Norgn foundered suddenly nnd 
some 000 terrified emigrants were 
thrown Into the water or drawn down 
with the sinking ship. Those who 
could swim tricjl to rench the boats, 
hut these were .Already too full and 
tbelr occupants beat off the drowning 
wretches with oars. 

Two Other Koala Allusion. 

The boats kept together for. some 
hours. Practically nil of t.liolr oeen- 
p nuts were passengers nnd were not 
used to handling such craft. The boat' 
occupied by the survivors lauded at 
Grimsby was a lifeboat. 

One account says that three boats 
were successfully latmehed, the other 
two holding about ten persons each. 
The lifeboat made faster progress aud 
fell lii with the Salvia. The rescue of 
tbose on the lifeboat took pluce at 8 
c clock on the morning of Wednesday, 
the survivors consisting of twenty 
iren, one of them a Bcumau, six wom- 
en ar,d n girl. . 

One of the survivors said that when 
he got on deck the Norgc wns half, 
submerged and wns rapidly getting 
lower in tho water. Ilulf umd with 
fright, the survivors all struggled for 
places In the boats. They fought their 
way to the big lifeboat nnd an olflcor 
stowed in the six women and the girl 
and then told the men to get In, 

Heroic Officer Drowns. 

The otllcor then took charge and got 
the boat away from the side of the 
Norgc. Seeing that the boat wns al- 
ready overloaded, the officer, with 
great herolsuij Jumped Into the water 
and tried to board another host which 
was not so full. He failed and was 
drowned. 

In the sea by this time was a masi 
of struggling men, women and chil- 
dren, gasping and choking from tho 
effects of fhe wnter. The' boat rowed 
clear of this seething Inferno, and just 
ns she drew away tho Norge went 
down. 

Survivors of the disaster now are/ 
known to number 128, 102 having beon 
picked up by English and German ves- 
sels from lifeboats In which they were 
n drift on the ocean'. Among those 
saved Is Captain Gundel of tho Norgo, 
who was enrried down when the ship 
Bank. lie rose and swam for a life- 
boat filled with other survivors, 

For more than n year tho Norge has 
been bringing over n mixed class of 
emigrants, She could easily ' carry 
1,000 or 1,200 passengers. Of late her 
passenger list has Included Danes, Nor- 
wegians and Russlnns. 

Tho Norge, which had been In the 
Copenhagen-New York service of tho 
Scandinavian Hue for a number of 
years, was an iron vessel of 8,818 tons 
gross nnd 2,121 tons net. Her princi- 
pal dimensions were: Length, 840 feat) 
breadth, 40 feet, and 'depth, 25 feet 
Tho vessel was built at Glasgow' by 
A. Stephen & Sons In 1881, when sbt 
was christened Fleter Do Conltick. 
When 1 she was purchased by 'the Uni- 
ted Steamer Company of Copenhagen 
■lie was renamed tha Norge, 



. Twenty persons, were killed early 
Sunday evening .'rind fifty- more' badly' 
injured In, one of the worst railroad 
wrecks tbnt has' occurred in Illinois In 
ninny years. 

; A Wabash train that left Chicago 
at 11 o'clock in the morning filled' 
with ■ politicians and their friends 
bound for the Democratic national 
convention nt St, Louis, and others 
going for a holiday at the world's fair 
ran lntoNui open switch just outside 
the* limits of Lltclitlcld, 111,, while run- 
ning at a speed exceeding fifty miles 
an hour. The railroad people sny the 
switch had been tampered with., 

."When the .locomotive struck tho 
switch. the fearful force of the con- 
tact threw It off the truck aud it 
plowed Into the earth beside the rails, 
drugging with (t on Its couuNj the bng- 
gage,- express and five passenger cars, 
all well filled with passengers. Tho 
obscrvntloti car nnd u private car re- 
mained on the track and tbelr occu-- 
pants were uninjured. Tho ditched 
curs caught fire Immedlntely after the 
wreck, the flames Increasing the fatal- 
ities and adding to the Bufferings of 
the injured. 

Whole Train Aflame, 

The moment the train left the rails 
seven cars turned on tbelr sides, nnd 
flames rustling from the lire box of 
the locomotive burst out all over their 
whole length, while a full head of 
boiling steam beat Into 'every crevice 
of the smashed nnd splintered mass, 

It Is believed that fully 150 person* 
were under the burning mass. Tbu 
passengers in the private and obsor-! 
vatlon cars, led by the conductor and 
pbrnkemen, went to the rescue, hut It 
Wns seen that many were already dead 
and that n number of others were to 
fearfully tangled lu the' wreckage that 
their speedy death was certain. . 

The wrecked enra lay. side by side, 
not telescoped but shivered to splin- 
ters. Some of the victims, pinned be- 
neath the heavy wheel trucks, died the 
moment the crush enmc. Dozens of 
others -remained held fast to their 
seats, nnd it was among these that tho 
i c scnors were able to do some good. . 

Axes secured on the train were used 
hurriedly, nnd In this way a number 
wore saved before the llro reached 
thorn. The people who had been la 
the two lending cars nnd who were 
still conscious (screamed In terror as 
they realized 'Hint the fire, en telling 
tho dry wood nnd varnish of the cars, 
was coming closer to them. Some 
were taken out maimed nnd bleed- 
ing, but most of those on the first enr 
were beyond all hope, .and the rescu- 
ers saw. several of them die within a 
few feet of them without being able 
to extend aid, ; 

LltchtlcM residents organized a re- 
lief gang us Boon as the news of tho 
wreck was known, but before they 
reached the scene, armed with axes, 
burs nnd ropes, nil those who could 
bo reached already were dead. 
' Word was telegraphed from Litch- 
field to Edwurdsville and n relief train 
was at once sent out 11 1 led with sur- 
geons, nurses and bandages. Its ar- 
rival enabled, the rescuers to give 
speedy en re to the wounded, Tho 
lives of several were saved In this 
way. 

St Francis Hospital In Litchfield 
was made ready for as many of the 
wounded as could be accommodated 
there, and nbout Uilrty others were 
taken to St. Louis late to-night and 
sent to various city hospltuls, 

A few feet from the open switch 
where the locomotive turned out on 
lta path to death were four freight 
cars. These wero carried down when 
the engine wheeled out over the tracks 
and were first caught by the flames, 
which began to spread Immediately. 

Given No Warning. 

The train was an hour lato at the 
time of the accident and wns running 
ten miles faster thnn Its regular 
schedule. There were no reversal 
lights In the track and the run being 
a clear three-mile straight line at, this 
point the engineer, bad nothing to 
warn him of his danger. 

Charles Corneau, station agent, said 
that the wreck was the result of ma- 
licious mischief. He said the north 
track, as that siding Is called, had not 
been used during the day, and It was 
plain that the switch was tampered 
with. Not fifteen minutes before the 
accident the third section of passen- 
ger No. 10, south bound, passed over 
It safely. But when No. 11 was de- 
railed there the switch was turned 
and the lock- lying on the ground be- 
side It

Michigan caun) it makes connection with

At present the government -Is. building 
a canal from Chicago to the Mississippi, 
but It has only a seven-foot, channel, 
which does not permit navigation of 
heavy draft steamers, It In known as 
tho 'Illinois and Michigan canal.

After ri' full investigation the New 
York coroner's Jury found a verdict 
holding every person directly concern- 
ed in the Gen. Slbeutn disaster crimi- 
nally responsible for the loss of the 
lives of 'the excursionists who perished 
on June 13. , . 

ThoBc directly blamed by the Jury 
were Frank A. Barnnby, president of 
the Knickerbocker Steamboat Com- 
pany; J. K. Atkinson^ soerornry of the 
company; all of the directors, Capt 
William II. Van Schalck, Mate Ed- 
ward Flanagan, and llcnry Lund berg, 
assistant United States steamboat In- 
spector, who approved the fire fighting 
nppnratns of the boat before It was 
placed In commission In May. 

Flanagan was denounced for' cow- 
ardice and for fit! hire to perform .his 
duty. Lundbcrg was held to have been 
Incompetent, careless and indifferent. 
The jury found that the existing sys- 
tem of steamboat Inspection Is Ineffi- 
cient and recommended a radical 
change by tho Department of Com- 
merce and Labor. 

Coroner Berry Issued warrants for 
the arrest of the directors and olllcluls 
or the. Knickerbocker Steamboat Com- 
pany. Inspector- Lundbcrg and Mate 
Flanagan have been held lu 51,000 ball 
each. 

The charge In each case wns man- 
slaughter lii 'the -second degree. Bail 
wub fixed by the coroner tu amounts 
varying from $1,000 to $3,000.

That over 1,000 persons perished In 
the burning of the excursion steamer 
General Siocum Is now certain. Accord- 
ing to an exhaustive report made by Po 
Itee Inspector Scliailttbcrger, on the 
number of dead, missing, injured nnd un- 
injured In the disaster, It appears that 
OSS oodles have been recovered and that 
Q',i persons absolutely known to have 
been aboard the vessel are still unac- 
counted for, bringing the total mortality 
or the disaster up to 1,031. Those In- 
jured numbering 170 and of the throng 
of fully 1,500 who- embarked on tho ex- 
cursion of St. Mark's Church, but 230 
escaped without Injury. Tho report Is 
the -result of a minute Inquiry made by 
a corns of .100 patrolmen under the di- 
rection of the Inspector. In the course 
of the Inquiry much valuable informa- 
tion was secured from survivors which 
will be used in the Investigation by tho. 
District Attorney to fix llio responsibil- 
ity for the disaster.

nightfall. Then the Japanese coiur 
jnnnder moved more quickly than the 
Russian, Darkness fell, but before the 
Russian squndron wns under way the 
Japanese torpedo boats bad rushed in, 
sunk thcPercsvlet, and disabled the 
Sevastopol. . 

The Peresvlct was one of the -finest 
Russian modern wnrship's, having n 
displacement of 12,074 tons, a speed of' 
IS knots, and an armament of four 
10 Inch, eleven '0 Inch, and sixteen' 
B Inch guns. The Sevastopol has n ton- 
nage of 10,000 tons, a speed of^lT.3', 
knots, nnd n battery of Tour 12, Inch' 
and 'twelve 3.0 Inch' rifles.

National Aesociatlon Opens Forty 

- Third Convention at «t. Lotii«. 

Tho forty-third annual convention of 
the National Educational Association 
formally' convened' Tuesday v at the 
world's fa-Sr grounds In St, Louis when 
the first of (he general sessions was call- 
ed to order In Festival Hull. Later tho 
sessions of ^ the different, educational de- 
partments were convened In various balls 
throughout tho grounds, the whole consti- 
tuting the general convention of the as- 
sociation. 

As the majority pf the educators failed 
to register upon arrival, but went direct- 
ly froni'the trains to their' various stop- 
plug places, It Is not definitely known 
how large was the attendance, but It Is 
known that mnny thousands of persons 
came to St, Louis for the express purpose 
of attending the 'convention. 

Festival Hall has a seating capacity 
of about 2,500, biit t .-hnd the ball been 
several times as large It would not have 
Accommodated the 'crowd. Educators 
from every portion of the United States 
nnd many from 'abroad constituted tho 
vast throng thnt. endeavored, to 'find en- 
trance to the hall, and the musical pro- 
gram that was arranged ns preliminary 
to the'cbnvcntlnn was continued Tar soma 
time .after tho hour set In order to permit 
the delegates to arrange themselves com- 
fortably. 

The convention was called to order by 
President John W: Cook, 'who Is presi- 
dent of the Northern Illinois State Nor- 
mal School, DeKa)b,-III, ■ He introduced 
the' first speaker, W. T. Carrlngtou, sup- 
erintendent of public Instruction of Mis- 
souri, who welcomed tlie educators- to 
St, .Louts and to 1 the exposition. A sec- 
ond address i of .welcome* was mods. by 
G/M..: Woodward, president of tha St. 
Louis Board of Education. 

The next speaker was F, Louie Boldan, 
superintendent of public Instruction at 
BL. Louis. 
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outside Port Arthur with mines nnd 
on the 13tb he left an unprotected 
cruiser as a bait to draw the Russians 
out. The Russians Tell Into the trap 
and came- out, but when tlie full Jap- 
anese scjuajdron conipcifed them to re- 
treat they struck the^ hidden mines. 
Tho battleship Petropavlovsk was 
sunk with nearly ail on board and tho 
I'oblcdn severely Injured.

Future history recording tbeso ex- 
ploits will enroll. the Japanese name of 
Togo as high as the highest on -her 
short list of great naval captains. In 
the beginning of the war observers 
made the mistake of believing that 
Togo wns a Japanese admiral, He is 
not. He Is a military genius of the 
sort which but seldom In the a'nnnls of 
any one country blazes across tho 
pnges or history. Japan has only one 
Togo. If she had two tlie Vladivostok 
squadron would bo about three-fourths 
destroyed by this time 

The map Bhows what the Russlnna 
know of the Japanese poslllon on I nnd. 
The Japanese outposts are within n 
few m'Jcs of Kaichou. Behind them 
somewhere or other lies nn army 
which apparently ccnnlsts of the forces 
which Gen. Nodssu landed nt Tnku- 
shan,, united with a part of the force 
which Gun. Oku landed above Fort 
Arthur. Most of Oku's army must-still 
be .resting In the : environs of Port 
Arthur. Otherwise the Russians could

should have been contained In the copy 
presented to the Governor, Incidentally 
the Governor, it is held, may "write 
his name upon a bill* fifty times within 
the veto period;" but if ha or any , of his. 
clerks deposited tlie Pnrtello : bill with 
the Secretary of State he had no power 
later to veto It. Pnrtcllo contended th» 
Govcrnor did sign the bill ami- then 1 with- 
drew nnd vetoed It,, but ,this was not 
proved.

Supreme Court Sustains Law Affcctlajr

Three years' 
reckless speculation ' carried on .with 
tho bank's funds while he was known' 
In Aurora society and business circles 
as "Honest Jacob" Is given as tho 
cause of 'Plain's downfall, Confront- 
ed 'with the facts of his defalcation, 
the cashier admitted It promptly, turn- 
ing over what property he had and 
telling In detail in what deals bo had 
lost 

Notice of the embezzlement posted 
on tlio bank door nt first was 
lievcd. Plain's reputation Induced 
bnnk patrons to consider the notice n 
Joke. When crowds Inter surrounded 
the bank, tlie ofllclnls prepared to meet 
a "run." After announcing the em- 
bezzlement the notice rend: 

"Thirty thousand dollars of the to- 
tal embezzlement by Plain has been 
made up by John Plain, tils fattier, and 
M. E, Plain, his brotber. Eight thous- 
and dollars has been turned over by 
the defaulter himself. • The balance of 
the $00,025 lossbas been charged off 
from the surplus and undivided profits, 
leaving the entire $100,000 capital 
stock of the bank unimpaired." v 

"Yes, I took tho money. If I were 
to live my llfo over again I would 
shun speculation as I would Ore. I 
was ruined as thousands' of others 
have been ruined, ' without an evil 
thought In tho world." 

This Is part of Plain's confession af- 
ter he had been arrested. First sus- 
picion of tho embezzlement was 
aroused five -weeks ago, although for 
tbreo' years Plain by a Bystem of re- 
cording fictitious notes, or notes that 
had been paid but not destroyed; by in- 
cluding In tho bunk's assets bonds 
owned by depositors and by manipu- 
lating tho 'adding machine at the bi- 
ennial examination of his accounts 
had been systematically robbing tho 
bank. 

Ho, wns under $10,000 bond and Is 
tho son of the, bank's president. Slnco 
May 24, when the defalcation was dis- 
covered, bank officials have boon busy, 
straightening out tho accounts. That 
day Examiner 0.' H. Bos worth visited 
tho bank, After footing up a column 
of figures Mr. Boaworth turned to 
Plain and said: '"Jacob", thcro's some- 
thing wrong here." 

- Plain, pretending first not- to under- 
stand, Anally admitted tho crooked- 
ness, 

"There's $40,000 Bhort here, nnd 
maybe more," said PInln. Then ho 
Bbowcd where $22,025 moro was miss- 
ing. Finally by bis own directions It 
was figured out that be was'$lw,025 
short. Directors held n hurried meet- 
ing, at which tho father of the cashier 
begged that his son bo spared dis- 
grace. M. E. Plain, another son, was 
made cashier, Later It was found that 
It would bo Impossible to avoid pub- 
licity. President Plain said ho wns 
willing that a' public statement should 
bo made.

The limit of weight for a parcel, per 
parcel post in England is eleven 
pounds. No doubt, then, some reader 
will be surprised that . under certain 
conditions the postofUco will undertake 
to safely deliver weights many times 
In excess of that stated In the regula- 
tions. 

Ono day last year a city gentleman 
called at St Martin's Ic Grand, In Don- 
don, with the object of consulting a 
directory. and finding the nd dress of a 
customer who lived In a remote part of 
Bolham. He wns not acquainted with 
the locality and was most anxious to 
see his customer at once. These facts 
he mentioned to an obliging clerk be- 
hind tlie counter. 

"J-Iewns'at once Informed that he 
could be sent to the required address 
"by registered post" at a fee of 3 
pence a mile. The gentleman gladly 
accepted the offer, nnd In less than n 
minute found himself In charge of a 
Binnrt messenger boy, who very soon 
guided him by the shortest route to bis 
destination. 

The boy carried In his band a print- 
ed slip with a description of his charge 
under the heading "Article required to 
be delivered," nnd this he required the 
gentleman and customer to sign be- 
fore he left the hitter's house. 

It Is probable that very few people 
are aware of tlio regulation under 
which this curious postal transaction 
was accomplished.' It reads thus; "A 
person may be conducted by express 
messenger to any address on payment 
of mileage fee."
